(a) The present state of the North /It J antic Alliance 
and its defense posture with particular reference to the - 
pj*©»^«ets..for... the . substantial achievement of agreeti force goals. 

(b) General questions of trade and finance. Under this 
head would fall consideration of balances of payment, the 
equitable sharing of the defense burden within the Alliance, 
avoidance of trade discrimination, and the relationship of the 
Six with the Outer Seven. 

(c) The pattern of future consultation which would 
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include the further strengthening of this practice within 
the North Atlantic Council and other developments such as 
plans for political consultation among the 3ix.
